“WASHINGTON, June 10.—A copy of 
the American note to Germany was 
delivered to Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, late this after- 
noon. He declined to comment, say- 
ing that would have to be left to the 
reply of. his Government. 

In diplomatic circles generally the 
note seemed to create a favorable im- 
Pression. In quarters friendly to Ger- 
many it was stated that the document 
confirmed a belief held since Count 
von Bernstorff’s recent interview with 
President Wilson that the critical stage 
had been passed and that, with the 
American viewpoint clearly before it, 
the German Government would be 
able to find a way out of the dilemma 
that would satisfy the United States, 

Dr. Meyer-Gerhard, who is on his 
way to Berlin as personal representa- 
tive of Count von Bernstorff, is under- 
stood to have been instructed to out- 
line the attitude of the American Gov- 
ernment in a way that will merely 
supplement the statement of position 
in the note.

At this stage I 
began to build a raft of spars and old

Saved from the Wreck. 


‘But soon the first boat came into 
sight again. The commander turned 
about and sent over his little canoe; in 
this and in our own canoe, in which two 
men could sit at each trip, we first 
transferred the sick. Now the Arabs 
began to help us.. But just then the 
tropical helmet of our doctor suddenly 
appeared above the water in which he 
was standing up to his ears. Thereupon 
the Arabs withdrew; we were Chris- 
tions, and they did not know that we 
were friends. Now the other sambuk 
was so near that we could have swam 
to it in half an hour, but the seas were 
too high. At each trip a good swimme 
trailed along, hanging to the painter o 
the canoe. When it became altogether 
dark we could not see the boat any 
more, for over there they were pre- 
vented by the wind from keeping any 
light burning. My men asked ‘In what 
direction shall we swim?’ I atiswered: 
‘Swim in the direction of this or that 
star; that must be about the direction 
of the boat.’ Finally a torch flared up 
over there—one of the torches that were 
still left from the Emden. But we had 
suffered considerably through submer- 
gion. One sailor cried out: ‘Oh, pshaw! 
it’s all oP with us now; that’s a search- 

ht.” The man who held out best was 


‘“‘Sami Bey’s wife, it developed, had, 
in the course of the first negotiations, 
dispatched an Arab boy to Jeddah. 
From that place the Governor had tele- 
graphed to the Emir. The latter at 


once sent camel troops, with his two 
sons and his personal surgeon; the 
elder, Abdullah, conducted the nego- 
tiations; the surgeon acted as inter- 
preter, in French. Now things pro- 
ceeded in one-two-three order, and the 
whole Bedouin band Speen disap- 
peared. From what I learned later, I 
know definitely that they had been cor- 
rupted with ribes by the English. 
They knew when and where we would 
pass, and. they had made all prepara- 
tions. Now our first act was a rush 
for watér; then we cleared up our 
camp, but had to harness our camels 
ourselves, for the camel drivers had 
fled at the a beginning of the skir- 
mish, More an thirty camels were 
dead. The saddles did not fit, and my 
men know how to rig up schooners, but 
not camels. Much baggage remained 
lying in the sand for lack of pack ani- 
mals. 

“Then, under thé safe protection of 
Turkish troops, we got to Jeddah. 
There the authorities and the populace 
received us very.well. From there we 
proceeded in nineteen days, without 
mischance, by sailing boat to Elwesh, 
and under abundant guard with Sulei- 
man Pasha in a five-day caravan jour- 
ney toward this place, to El Ula, and 
now we are seated at last in the train 


trenches for combining with and con- 
densing the whole of the noxious gases 
used in these attacks by the Germans 
is, however, .impracticable, since the 
gas is very volatile and quickly dis- 
perses; also, if used in conden form 
in front of the trenches its effect upon 
the human breathing system would 
nearly as severe as those of the chlo- 
rine and sulphurous acid gas. 

“The only practicable method of 
meeting these gas attacks, apart from 
the use of respirators charged with ab- 
sorbing chemicals, such as bicarbonate 
of soda and similar alkaline salts, 
would appear to be that of creating a 
counter air current, which would either 
roll the gases back, or would lift the 
clouds of poisonous vapor as it drifted 
clear over the trenches of the Allies, 
It might.be possible with the aid of the 
army engineers to adapt the engines 
and propellers of aeroplanes for. this 
work, or to arrange for gasoline oper- 
ated air pumps to be stationed at cer- 
tain points in the lines most subject to 
these gas attacks. 

“These attacks, it must be noted, are 
only delivered when a light breeze from 
the north and northeast favors the Ger- 
man design. Ina strong wind the gases 
would be dispersed and carried over the 
Allies lines of trenches too quickly to 
effect much harm. A slight counter air 
current ought to suffice, therefore, to 
deflect the direction of the gas cloud. 
These anti-gas fans and pumps_ of 
course would have to be well hidden 
and protected from the German ob-

Freikopel, Desperately Defended,

MILAN, June 10, (Digpatch to The 
London Daily News.)—The success” an- 
mounced in the latest Italian com- 
muniqué is of the highest importance. 
In general it confirms the superiority of 

“the Italian arms over the Austrian, 
which had already been established. 

The loss of Monfalcone is the first 
serious blow against Trieste, as at Mon- 
falcone are situted the electricity works 


which furnish Trieste with light and 
power. Further, Monfalcone is a rail- 
way junction, connecting Trieste, Gra- 
disca, and Goritz. With this railway in 
the hands of the Italians, the Austrians 
will find their movements along the 
Isonzo line seriously hampered. 

When the Italians entered the town 
they found evidence that the Austrians 
intended using asphyxiating gas against 
them. They had converted a factory 
into a huge laboratory for the manu- 
facture of such’ gases, which they pur- 
posed to use not only in shells but’ by 
distribution through pipes. - For months 
the Austrians had been engaged day and 
night in running pipes underground to 
the battle front from this ‘Monfalcone 
factory. 

During the bombardment of the town 
by the Italian flotilla,on Monday the 
factory was blown up, and the Austrians 
will now be unable ‘to use poisonous 
gases, as Monfalcone was the only place 
where they were manufactured.

Italian Arniy in Sight of Trieste. 

ROME, June 10.—Italian troops are 
within sight of the City of Triests. 
From the hilltops near Monfalcone they 
can see the city, the capture of which 
is one of the main objectives of the 
campaign. 

The occupation of Monfalcone is re- 
garded as of great importance. Less 
than a score of miles from Triegts, its 
possession gives the Italians control of 
the chief railway junction of that re- 
gion. it prevents the Austrians from 
transporting troops or ammunition be- 
tween Trieste and Tolmino and Gra- 
dista. Monfalcone is the centre ¢f the 
elegtrical supply for ererate, ang has 
large shipbuilding yards re 

On taking possession of the city — 
Italians ran up their flag on the ruins 
of an ancient tower built by the Vene- 
tians. The capture of the town is being 
celebrated today by the Italian troops. 

The following official bulletin signed 
by General Cadorna; Chief of the Gen- 
era! Staff, has been issued by the War 
Officé: 

“With the object of repulsing the 
enemy from dominating positions he 
still holds on the right bank of the 
richt bank of the Isonzo and estab- 
lishing strong positions at the pas- 
gages of the river, we continued our 
operations on June and 8 The 
enemy~ offered a determined resist- 
ance favored by the lay of the ground 
and strong fortifications. Our passage 
was made mor difficult by numerous 
obstacles placed on the bridges and in 
the roads and also by the flooded 
ground along the lower course of the 
fiyer. Everywhere our troops fought 
with ardor and tenacity and succeeded 
in taking important positions which 
enabled us to occupy the city of Mon- 

Icone. The fire of our batteries 
onsiderably damaged the enemy’s ar- 
tillery at a number of points. 

In the difficuit region of Monte Nero 
@ successful attack on our part led to 
the occupation of positions from which 
the’ Austrians fled, leaving 100 bodies, 
whieh we buried, and 60 wounded. 

Near Caporetto seventy Bosnian 
soldiers surrendered. 

In other regions along the Isenzo 
we made over 400 prisoéners. Otr 
losses were unimportant. Prisoners 
gay the Austrian losses were consid- 
erable. 


Tyrol-Trentino Battles Continue. 


On the Tyrol-Trentino frontier our 
forces continue in close co-operation 
~ their action against positions which 
must be occupied in order to force the 
enemy to disclose his defensive prep- 
arations and permit the development 
of ulterior operations. 

Notwithstanding the determined re- 
sistance of the enemy our troops have 
approached beyond the frontier close 
to Falzarezgo pass, at the foot of the 
Sasso di Stria. 

A victorious action was fought 10 
kilometers (about seven miles) north 
of Cortina d’Ampezzo. <A’ piece of 
artery remained in our hands.

Dykes 
were opened, the banks of the river were 
broken down and several canals were 
tapped. The results achieed were in- 
significant, however, as most of the 
water was either absorbed by the earth 
or carried off by ditches. No serious in- 
convenience for the invading Italians 
Was occasioned.

The chief amendment would ciate it 
unconstitutional, whether a franchise 
be for a fixed or indeterminate period 
of years, for the franchise granting 
power to divest iseif of the right to ter- 
minate such franchise at the end of 
twenty-five years.
